Baranes confronts Marcus 


in bitter courtroom duel 


Agios Barones yesterday took the 
witness stand in a tense and angry

Baranes claims that Marcus was 
there, and that when he refused to 
begin the - reconstruction, : Marcus 
beat him for about 20-30 minutes 
until he broke down and went on 
with what he called a fabricated re- 
enactment." Bart ties, now serving a 
life sentence, has. since his trial 


maintained that his confession was 
forced out of him by the police in- 
vestigators. 

In the first stage of the trial, 
.which began two weeks ago, 
Baranes’ claim about Marcus was 
backed up by another former 
member of the investigation team, 

Sgan-Nitzav u^i Navot, who 

testified as a state’s witness, against 
Alba 2 and Marcus. 

Tension hung over the packed 
courtroom yesterday as Baranes, 
wearing a brown prison uniform, 
moved haltingly across the -room to 
take the stand. 

Responding to questions from 
prosecutor Yosef Bcn-Or, Baranes. 
said that while he was being driven 
to the rite of the murder, Albaz and 
other investigators kept pressing 
him to show them -what had hap- 
pened. “I kept saying that 1 didn’t 
know anything and that I had . 
nothing to show them,” recalled the

Gulf grows between gov’t, Yamit on compensation 


Angry Yamit residents hurl 
smoke bomb at Shmuelevitz

YAMIT. — Militant Yamit resi- 
ded ts yesterday greeted Matityahu 
Shmuelevitz, director-general of the 
Prime Minister’s Office, with a 
smoke bomb and angry Aouts, Airing 
an unsuccessful meeting intended to 
resolve the long-festered impasse 
over compensation for evacuation 
of the town. • . 

•After .three, hours of : stormy 
meetings, Shmuelevitz left Yamit 
.with the division between the resi- 
dents and government under than it 
was before. 

Shmuelevitz had come to deal 
with, compensation payments to 
some 80 entrepreneurs, including 
industrialists, shop owners, : self- ‘ 
employed contractors and profes- 
sionals. He not only failed to bridge 
flic gap between their demands and 
the government’s compensation of- 
fering, but was informed that most 
of the town’s apartment owners who 
have already accepted compensa- 
tion wanted to reopen negotiations.. 

The apartment owners are 
demanding payment oh the basis of 
figures submitted by an indepen- 
dent assessor, which would give them 
about 50 per cent more than they 
have already agreed to. 


The entrepreneurs have thus far 
not come to any agreement with the 
government. 

Yamit is to be handed over to 
Egypt next April, under the Camp 
David agreement, but evacuation is 
expected several months earlier. 

When Shmuelevitz arrived in 
Yamit at 10 a. m, yesterday, he was 
greeted civilly by members of the 
entrepreneur^ and residents 1 com- 
mittees, but the latent tensions 
emerged quickly as the meeting got 
under way. The entrepreneurs 
demanded an advance towards final 
payment, and asked that the 
previous criteria for payment set 
down by the government be scrap- 
ped.* Shmuelevitz said no advance 
was possible until there was an 
agreement on final sums. 

Shortly after the meeting got un- 
der way,, a militant among the 
crowd waiting outside threw a 
snoke bomb into the room. Windows 
were opened and the meeting con- 
tinued. After further fruitless dis- 
cussions, Shmuelevitz left. Angry 
residents accompanied him to his 
car, shouting their demands. 

Shmuelevitz said last night that he 
would submit his report on the 
meeting this week to the ministerial 
committee dealing with the matter.

: The Strike now seems, likely to 
continue until tomorrow, following 
an unsuccessful conclusion to 
yesterday’s ' negotiations between 
the Histadrut, which opposes the in- 
dustrial action, arid the workers’ 
leaders. The works committee of- 
ficially declared a labour dispute 
yesterday, which .will allow them to 
go on all-out strike two weeks from 
now, without infringing labour law. 

The army radio service, 
educational television and’the news 
bulletins on Israel Radio and 
Television were the only broadcasts 
unaffected by the nationwide strike 
of the 6,000 workers.' Would-be 
listeners trying to tune in to one of 
the Kol Yisracl wavelengths were 
greeted by a continuous whine. 
.-.Communications Ministry - of- 
ficials yesterday continually hinted 


that they would issue emergency 
back -to- work orders. or seek a 
court injunction to bring the strikers 
to heel. But no immediate action 
now seems likely. 

The dispute, which already 
provoked workers’ sanctions on a 
more modest scale in March and 
June, is over their demands for 
productivity bonuses backdated to 
April 1979. Over the last two years, 
the workers have stepped up the in- 
stallations of new telephones from 
50,000 to 80,000 a year, while the 
work-force has' been reduced. 

Works committee chairman 
Yehezkel Shefer said die workers . 
would be willing to forgo the ; 
retroactive payments in exchange 
for increased productivity bonuses 
this yea r. Although Communica- 
tions Ministry officials are said to 
favour the proposal, it has been 
vetoed by the workers’ * ultimate 
paymaster, the'Civil Service Com- 
mission, which is attached to the 
Treasury. 

The workers’ claims that they 
have raised their productivity and 
output is currently being examined' 
and compared with other sectors of 
the economy by an official parity 
committee.

WASHINGTON. — President 
Reagan yesterday summoned 27 
U.S. senators to the White House to 
try to win their support for the ad- 
ministration’s proposed AWACS 
radar aircraft package sale to Saudi 
Arabia. 

For Reagan and other senior U.S. 
officials, the prospect of a congres- 
sional veto of the SB.5 billion aerial 
enhancement sale has become the 
source of considerable concern. 

According to well-placed U.S. of- 
ficials, the administration intends to 
do whatever, is necessary to avoid a 
humiliating setback to the presi- 
dent’s personal political prestige by 
losing the AWACS package on 
Capitol Hill. . ' 

In an interview with CBS-TV, 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
said he could not rely on assurances 
that the AWACS planes will not be 
used . against Israel. He declined, 
however, to say if he would order 
his nation’s warplanes to attack the 
AWACS ( if he felt they posed a 
direct threat to Israel. 


The State Department yesterday 
formally denied there was any 
"strict" linkage between the 
AWACS sale and the administra- 
tion's willingness to strengthen 
strategic ties witii Israel.

America’s readiness to enter into 
a formal relationship of “strategic 
cooperation" with Israel represents 
“a major shift in perspective for the 
U.S.," according to U.S. officials.

Black group calls for ‘secure Israel’ 

Begin meets top U.S. black leader's

NEW YORK. — Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin met yesterday 
with a group of 35 prominent 
American-black leaders, and later 
in the day with U.S. Ambassador to 
the UN Jeane Kirkpatrick.

Saudis hit new 
U.S.-Israel ties 

TA1F. Saudi Arabia (AP). — Saudi 
Arabia yesterday accused (he U.S. 
of anti-Arab. pro-Israeli bias, con- 
tending that U.S.-Israeli strategic 
cooperation will “impede the peace 
in the Middle East." 

The official Saudi press agency 
distributed a statement attributed to 
a Saudi official who. it said, was 
reacting to a U.S. State Department 
spokesman's allegation that Crown 
Prince Fahd did not object to the 
new U.S.-Israel ties. 

Fahd conferred with Secretary of 
State Alexander Haig in southern 
Spain last Saturday, when the 
secretary briefed him on the new 
arrangements that Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin and President 
Ronald Reagan hammered out in 
Washington. 

The Saudi spokesman indicated 
(hat Fahd could not possibly have 
ignored the widespread Arab anger 
over the reported U.S. intention to 
forge strategic military cooperation 
with the Arabs' arch-enemy. Israel. 

In Damascus. Syrian Prime 
Minister Abdel-Rauf Kasm, said 
yesterday that his country, backed 
by the Soviet Union, would con- 
front increased lsraeli-American 
strategic cooperation. 


Black Americans ip Support of 
Israel (BASIC). He read on behalf 
of the black group a statement ex- 
pressing "support for a free and 
democratic Israel with secure 
borders."

When they arrived at the scene, 
Baranes said, he sat in the car for 20 
minutes and refused to budge, while 
the officers kept badgering him. 
Yehiel Pikholtz, Baranes said, 
leaned into the car and said: “Get 
him out of there. I’ll make mince 
meat out of him." 

All of a sudden, the witness said 
excitedly, Marcus appeared. He 
leaned in through the window and said: 
“You’re making us look like idiots, 
get out and show (how the murder 
happened.)'* Then. Baranes said, 
Marcus began beating him on the 
face and neck, “while I’m saying 
that I don’t know anything. Then 
another barrage of fists...it went on 
until I broke down and got out of 
the car.*’ 

By the time I got out, the witness 
went on. Marcus had disappeared. 

Marcus, who is acting as his own 
counsel, then rose to cross-examine. 
In contrast to his outbursts and 
angry exchanges with previous 
witnesses, Marcus spoke in a calm, 
businesslike tone to the man who 
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has accused him of lying. Marcus 
tried to uncover inconsistencies 
between Baranes’ testimony at his 
trial and what he told the court 
yesterday. 

Marcus cited that in his testimony 
at the trial, Baranes said that the 
beating took place during an hour 
and a half, while Navot had earlier 
testified that Marcus appeared on 
the scene of the re-enactment for 
about a minute. Baranes replied 
that he was misunderstood at his 
trial, and that he stood by his ver- 
sion that Marcus was with him for 
about 20-30 minutes. 

Asked why he didn't say anything 
when he saw the fiira, which doesn’t 
show Marcus, Baranes said: “The 
entire film is untrue, I didn’t pay 
any attention to it.

Prot Georg Haas, 76 

Prof. Georg Haas, Hebrew 
University professor emeritus of 
zoology and one of Israel's leading 
scientists and scholars, died yester- 
day in his home in Jerusalem. He 
was 76. 

Born in Vienna, he obtained bis 
Ph.D. in the Austrian capital at the 
age of 23. From 1930-32 he was a 
research fellow at the Kaiser 
Wilhelm Institute of Biology in 
Berlin. He joined the Hebrew 
University in 1932 and during the 
next four decades had a great in- 
fluence on several generations of 
young Israeli scientists. An out- 
standing lecturer, he taught most of 
Israel's zoologists and many of its 
biologists. 

He is regarded as the pioneer in 
zoological research' in Israel and. 
one of the country's leaders in the 
^fields of biology, cytology, 
histology, comparative anatomy, 
zoogeography and the evolution of 
chordates and otiier groups of in- 
vertebrates. He had a broad classic 
education, was also an expert on 
Greek history and literature and the I 
Roman period and received the 

Rothschild Prize in Biological 
Sciences in 1964.

TEL AVIV: — Egyptian Minister of 
Agriculture Dr. Mahmoud Daoud- 
uu expectedly postponed his visit to 
Israel at the last moment. He was 
scheduled to arrive here late tonight 
to attend the Agritech Agricultural 
Exhibition ' and meet with 
Agriculture Ministry officials. 

Ministry of Agriculture officials 
here were not able to give any 
reason for the postponement. 

- Egyptian. Embassy spokesman 
Mahfouz Abdut-al told The 
Jerusalem Past that Daoud was 
forced to postpone his visit because 
of, pressing business in Egypt. 
Abdul-al would not elaborate. But 
he said that the postponement was 
only for one week and that the em- 
bassy was trying to set a new date 
next week. 

It is likely that Daoud’s visit will 
have to be postponed -longer, 
however, since. Agriculture Minister 
. Sim ha Ehrlich !is leaving next week 
for Europe on' an Israel Bonds 
speaking tour. 


Four policemen deny 
beating up detainee 

TEL AVIV (Itim). — Four 
policemen, charged with grievous 
assault on a detainee, pleaded inno- 
cent yesterday in magistrates court 
here- Judge Mashe Matz postponed - ' : 
- fiuther hearings in the case until' a 
December. : 

In February 1980, two of the 
policemen, dressed in civilian 
clothes, stopped for questioning a 
motorist who shouted some unintel- 
ligible words at them in Jaffa. The 
out-of-uniform policemen failed to 1 
identify themselves as police, and 
the driver refused to answer any 
questions. ‘ 

The two policemen called to two 
more policemen in a passing patrol 
car, and the four policemen ar- 
rested the motorist. On the way to 
the lockup, the four allegedly heat 
the man. The man was subject to a 
further beating at the Jaffa police 
station, according to the prosecu- 
tion. 


Haifa police round up 
15 drug dealers 

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — - In a night-long round- 
up operation, police yesterday ar- 
rested 15 suspected drug dealers 
and confiscated several grams of 
heroin, unregistered weapons and 
equipment, allegedly used to' 
prepare the drug. 

For the past eight months, a 
police agent working under coyer 
conducted a number of drug 
“deals” with the suspects, thus . 
gathering considerable evidence, a 
police spokesman said yesterday. 

Haifa Police chief, Tat-Nitzav 
Meshulara Amit personally super- 
vised the operation, in which units 
from the Border Police and the- 
local narcotics squad took part. The ■ 
suspects will be brought before a 
magistrate this morning for a re- 
mand order!.

Second Italian pilgrim 
dies from grenade attack

The Palestine Liberation 
Organization has broken the cease- 
fire 43 times since the cease-fire 
with Israel was reached on July 24, 
according to a statement released 
by the army spokesman yesterday. 
Seven people have died and some 
70 have been injured in the attacks, 
he -said. 

In addition, the terrorists in South 
Lebanon have received some 20 
tons of war materiel over the past 
six weeks, including B.M. 21 
Katyusha-canying vehicles, each 
with 40 rockets, and B.M. II vehi- 
cles, with 30 rockets apiece. Other 
weapons reaching the terrorists — 
primarily from Iraq, Libya, Saudi 
Arabia, Syria and South Yemen — 
include antiaircraft guns, 57mm. 
and 1 30mm. artillery pieces, SA M-7 
shoulder-held anti-aircraft missiles 
and other rockets. 

Over 200 tons of military equip- 
ment have reached the terrorists 
from Libya by way of a skytrain, the 
spokesman said, while another 
15,000 tons, including ammunition. 


have arrived by sea since the cease- 
fire. Over 30 howitzers and 30 
Katyusha launchers have arrived 
from Libya alone. Saudi Arabia has 
sent over 100 tons of unspecified 
weapons and ammunition, while 
South Yemen shipped an un- 
disclosed quantity on five transport 
fiights via Damascus. 

Most of the cease-fire infractions 
— 18 in all — have been directed 
against the Christian forces of Ma- 
jor Sa’ad Haddad In South 
Lebanon, while nine cases of ter- 
rorist attacks and infiltration at- 
tempts have been reported by 
UN1FIL over the past six weeks. 
There have been 1 2 major attacks in 
Israel, including Saturday’s attack 
in Jerusalem which killed two and 
injured IS, eight incidents in the ad- 
ministered territories, and four ma- 
jor attacks against Israeli and 
Jewish objectives abroad. 

The army spokesman's report 
quotes PLO sources as saying that 
the battle against Israel will con- 
tinue, but cites no Israeli position 
on the infractions.

A second Italian pilgrim died 
from head wounds he received in an 
Arab terrorist attack in Jerusalem’s 
Old City on Saturday, a hospital 
spokesman said yesterday. 

The Italian Consulate identified 
the victim as Gallo Aldo, 55, from 
Turin. Another pilgrim from Turin 
was killed • immediately in tbe 
grenade explosion and 23 other 
Italians were wounded. 

Thirteen pilgrims were still under 
hospital care yesterday, three of 
them with serious injuries. 

The pilgrimage group was return- 
ing to its hotel from mass in the 
Church of tbe Holy Sepulchre when 
it was attacked as it stopped at a 
souvenir shop near the New Gale. 

No arrests have been reported, 


but it is assumed the attack was tbe 
work of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization. A government 
spokesman said the attack rein- 
forced Israel's position not to 
negotiate with the PLO. 

The National Insurance Institute 
has promised to pay burial costs for 
,the victims and monthly compensa- 
tion to any of the persons in- 
capacitated as a result of die as- 
sault. __ __ 

A woman wounded in the ter- 
rorist attack on a bus near Kibbutz 
Ma’ale Hahamisha about a month 
and a half ago was discharged 
yesterday from Sbaare Zedek 
Hospital in Jerusalem. 

Devora Arcnd, of Kiryal Telshe- 
Stone in the Jerusalem Corridor, 
lost the baby she was carrying, as a 
result of her wound. 


4 die in South Lebanon as 
Moslems, Communists clash 


Vipers stolen— no antidote for venom

TEL AVIV. — In the second snake- 
snatching in two months, four “very 
venemous” vipers were stolen late 
Sunday night from Tel Aviv Univer- 
sity's zoological garden in Abu 
Kabir. 

There is no known antidote to the 
poison formed in the special glands 
of the brown-gray True Vipers 


“•They are" vety -venemous, very *- 
aggressive, and very dangerous,” he 
added. 

A guard was on duty outside tbe 
walled compound at the time of the 
theft, but apparently neither he nor 
the locked snake cages presented an 
obstacle to “those crazy people,” 
Sharabi said, referring to those who 
would steal such dangerous reptiles. 

The thieves, he said, “knew what 
they wanted,” and passed up other 
varieties of snakes before breaking 
a cage lock and making their 
snatch. 


Poisonous snakes are very expen- 
sive due to a high demand for them 
from reptile enthusiasts, said police, 
who have begun an investigation of 
the theft. 

The theft came only two months 
after 10 poisonous snakes were 
stolen from the compound. All were 
found caged and abandoned on a 
Ram at Aviv sidewalk a few days 
later. 

A police investigation failed to 
-turn up- any -suspects- m~that, -case, 
and Sharabi said . the thieves, 
"probably got rid of the snakes 
because of the heavy publicity sur- 
rounding the theft.

Renewed fighting between rival 
factions in southern Lebanon 
yesterday left four dead and some 
20 wounded, according to agency 
reports from Beirut. 

A police spokesman in the 
Lebanese capital was quoted as say- 
ing that the latest clash, between 
members of the Shi'ite Araal 
organization and its Communist 
rivals, took place in the town of An- 
sar, about 40 kilometres south of 
Beirut. 

Similar clashes between Amal 
and the Communists last July left 
more than 20 dead. 

The animosity between the two 
groups dates from the 1979 Islamic 
revolution in Iran, which caused 
Amal's support among Lebanon’s 
underprivileged Shi’he minority — 
traditional power base of the Com- 
munists — to swell dramatically. 
Meanwhile, there have been per- 
sistent reports from Lebanon of a 
growing rift in the Syrian-backed 
Sa'ika terror group. Tbe overall 
head of Sa’ika, Majid Mohsen, has 
reportedly been arrested in 


Damascus, with control now pass- 
ing to the group’s commander in 
Lebanon, Mohammed Derm an. 

Derm an is a close personal friend 
of Rifat Assad, much-feared 
brother of Syrian President Hafez 
Assad, and his ascendancy is seen as 
an indication of Rifat's growing 
control over Sa’ika. 

A special unit of shock-troops un- 
der Rifat's direct command has 
been stationed in Beirut for some 
months, and is reported to be main- 
taining close ties with Sa’ika, as part' 
of Syria's bid to challenge the grow- 
ing independence of PLO chief Yas- 
ser Arafat. 

According to latest reports, the 
headquarters of Sa'ika have also 
been transferred from Damascus to 
Beirut,' evidently in an attempt to 
bolster Derman’s position. 

Earlier this week, the secretary- 
general of Sa’ika, Issam al-Kadi, 
visited several refugee camps in 
Lebanon to explain the organiza- 
tion’s position against the 
background of the Mofasen-Derman 
confrontation and the strained rela- 
tions between Damascus and 
Arafat. 


Most Israeli Moslems cancel Mecca trip

NAZAREJH- — Most of tfiejjsraisli 
Moslems who had registered for 
making the pilgrimage to Mecca 
have cancelled their plans because 
they cannot afford to travel by air, 
as they are obliged to under new 
restrictions imposed by the Jorda- 
nian and Saudi Arabian authorities. 

According to the prime minister’s 
adviser on Arab affairs, 3,134 of the 
4,100 who registered have said they 
cannot afford the IS20,000 they 
would have to pay for the return 
plane ticket and other expenses. 

For the past three years, buses 


were provided by- Jordan- Jo allow ^ 
5,000 Israeli Moslems, to. make the _ 
pOgrmiage to'Mecca, one of the five 
basic precepts of Islam. Had they 
travelled by bus this year, the round' 
trip would have cost each pilgrim 
about IS700. 

But this year, Saudi Arabia and 
Jordan announced that the number 
of Israeli Moslem pilgrims would be 
limited to 3,000 and that all pilgrims 
must fly from Amman rather than 
travel by bus. The Jordanian and 
Saudi authorities say they were un- 
able to mobilize the buses to carry 
the pilgrims.

25 abstain in 117-0 vote 

UN Assembly urges 
total ban on S. Africa 
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UNITED NATIONS. — The UN 
General Assembly yesterday called 
on the Security. Council to impose 
comprehensive mandatory sanc- 
tions against South Africa for its 
failure to grant independence to 
Namibia (South West Africa). 

The vote was 1 17 to none, with 25 
abstentions. 

Countries abstaining included the 
U.S., Britain and France, which 
have the right of veto in the council 
and killed sanctions resolutions 
there last April. 

On August 31, the U.S. stood 
alone in the Security Council 
-against the condemnation of South 
Africa’s move into Angola, thus 
casting a veto. Yesterday's U.S. 
abstention in the assembly restored 
unity in the Western power’s posi- 
tion toward South Africa, 

Jhe assembly strongly urged all 
states to ’‘cease forthwith, in- 
dividually and collectively, all deal- 
ings with South Africa in order 
totally to isolate it politically, 
economically, militarily and 
culturally.” 

The UN Council for Namibia was 
requested to monitor the boycott 
and bring to the assembly's atten- 
tion instances of contacts between 


UN members .and South Africa. 

The resolution was adopted at the 
end of an emergency special session 
which began on September 3. 

TfreVsessor. had been called by 
several African states seeking to br- 
ing pressure on- South Africa to 
withdraw from Namibia/SWA, 
which Pretoria administers In 
defiance of. UN resolutions. 

John Reid Morden of Canada 
told the assembly yesterday that the 
five countries making up the so- 
called Western contact group had 
abstained because of their 
mediating efforts in die dispute. He 
said negotiations on the matter had 
reached a “crucial stage” and “we 
do not wish to have it complicated 
by taking a position on the sub- 
stance of the resolution.” 

South Africa has sd far balked at 
implementing the plan, embodied in 
council resolution 435, which calls 
for a large UN military and civilian 
presence in the territory to maintain 
order and supervise elections. 
Pretoria says the UN is biased in 
favour of the South West Africa 
Peoples Organization (SWAPO), 
which is waging a guerrilla war 
against South African rule in 
Namibia. (Reuter, AP) 


Soldiers mobilized to boost 
Poland’s sagging coal output 


WARSAW (AP), — Some 10,000 
Polish soldiers and recruits have 
reported for work in Poland’s coal 
mines to help boost sagging produc- 
tion of this nation's most vital 
mineral, the Polish news agency 
PAP reported yesterday. 

The PAP report comes on the 
heels of dire government forecasts 
of widespread plant closings and 
possible economic collapse if 
production of coal is not boosted by 
four million tons this year above 
current levels. 

The agency said that Poland 
needs a minimum of 168 million 
tons to meet domestic needs and 
provide coal for export. Coal is the 
major fuel source here and Poland's 
most important earner of hard cur- 
rency. 

Polish officials decided last 
August 31 to send several thousand 
draftees into the mines for a year of 
work. Up unto now, some 2,500 
soldiers and 7.500 recruits have 


reported for such work. 

In an apparent effort to put new 
pressure on the Solidarity union, the 
agency quoted a government- anti- 
crisis staff as saying that failure to 
boost production was due mainly to 
shorter working hours. 

Workers across Poland won a 
five-day week during widespread 
labour unrest last year, and the issue 
of ending the six-day week nearly 
sparked a national strike by 
Solidarity. 

In another development, a War- 
saw court released three anti- 
communist dissidents from deten- 
tion during their trial on charges of 
plotting the violent overthrow of the 
state. 

The court decision placed the 
men under police supervision. 

The release of the three members 
of the Confederation of Indepen- 
dent Poland (PN) was a key demand 
of the committee sponsored by 
Solidarity. 


41 candidates seek to run 
in Iran’s October election 


BEIRUT(AP). — Hojatolesiam AU 
Khamenei, a target of an assassina- 
tion attempt 10 weeks ago, headed a 
list of 41 contenders who registered 
for the elections scheduled for Oc- 
tober 2 to choose Iran’s third presi- 
dent since the Islamic revolution. 
Interior Ministry officials reported 
yesterday. 

A fiery orator, the 42-year-old 
Khamenei is considered certain to 
win the elections because of his 
powerful status as secretary -general 
of the ruling Islamic Republican 
Party. He is also the personal 
representative of Ayatollah Ruhol- 
lah Khomeini on the nation’s 
Supreme Defence Council and 
Teheran's Friday prayer leader. 

Reached by telephone in Teheran 
from the Associated Press office >□ 
Beirut, officials at the Interior 
Ministry's elections department 
said that Khamenei signed up to run 


for president on Sunday, 24 hours 
before the deadline for registration 
expired at the end of government 
office hours yesterday. 

A statement broadcast by the 
state-run Teheran Radio said that 
the Council of. Guardians will 
decide within five days -who is 
qualified to contest the race that 
will choose a successor for slain 
president Mohammed AU RajaL 
If Khamenei is elected, he will be 
the first clergyman president in 
Iran. Rajai and the fugitive 
Abolhassan Bani-Sadr, the first 
post-revolution elected president, 
were both laymen. • 

Khamenei was delivering a 
sermon at a Teheran mosque on 
June 27 when a booby-trapped tape 
recorder exploded near his 
microphone, c ausing lung and mnd- 
pipe injuries That kept him in 
hospital Tor seven weeks. 


Another prisoner joins IRA fast 


BELFAST (AP). — Convicted Irish 
Republican Army gunman Gerard 
Hodgins refused breakfast in his cell 
in Northern Ireland's Maze Prison 
yesterday to join a hunger strike by 
six other jailed nationalists, the 
Northern Ireland office reported. 

Hodgins, 21, is the 22nd 
nationalist to refuse food since the 
hunger strike was launched on 
March 1 in a bid to force the British 
government to treat jailed terrorists 
as political prisoners. 

Hodgins, from the Flashpoint 
Turf Lodge district of Catholic 
West Belfast, was jailed for 14 years 


in November 1977, for possessing a 
semi-automatic revolver. 

He is theyoudgest man to join the 
fast in which 10 hunger strikers have 
starved themselves to death. The 
British refuse to make any conces- 
sions to the prisoners while the fast 
continues. 

Hodgins was the first convicted 
(RA man to join the hunger strike 
since it suffered two big setbacks 
last week when the families of two 
fasters authorized medical attention 
for them, and the splinter . Irish 
National Liberation Army said its 
men in the Maze will scale down 
their participation in the death fast. 


Centenarians hail Soviet woman at 130 


MOSCOW' (AP). — A woman in a 
Soviet mountain village has just 
celebrated her 130th birthday, and 
67 neighbours — all of them over 
100 — turned up to offer their best 
wishes. Moscow Radio reported 
yesterday. 

The 1 30-year-old woman, Shamsa 
Ibadova. lives in the Caucasus 
mountains, an area known for peo- 


ple who live to extremely old age, 
according to Soviet news reports. 

The Soviet news agency Tass said 
Ibadova was the centre of attention 
at “Long Life Day” festivities on 
Sunday, in the capital city of her 
district in the Soviet republic of 
Azerbaijaif. It was the first tune she 
had left her mountain village of 
Bogogil to go to the city, Tass said.

“racists” during an earlier stop in 
Los Angeles. 

No hecklers or demonstrators 
met the 36-member Springtrok 
team, which includes, two blacks, in 
Chicago. About 15 people ap- 
plauded as team members entered 
the- terminal and a Neo-Nazi 
spokesman, said that his group 
would protect their match against 
interference. 

The Springboks tour of New 
Zealand was marked by some of the 
worst rioting* in that country’s 
history and the team left New 
Zealand the way they arrived — ? 
through the back door while police 
fought with about . 200 
demonstrators at Auckland airport 

They arrived in the U5. amid 
threats that some African nations 
may boycott the 1984 Olympics in 
Los Angeles if their two scheduled 
matches, one in Chicago and the 
other in Albany, New York are 
played. ' . 

The Washington Post on Saturday 
reported that the Soviet Union will

China warns relations with U.S. in jeopardy 


PEKING (AP). — Normal U.S.- 
China relations will be "gravely im- 
paired” if the U.S. "stubbornly” 
abides by its U^.-Taiwan Relations 
Act, a Chinese magazine said 
yesterday. 

The magazine also said the hostile 
turn in China's relations with the 
Soviet Union two decades ago 
"should be a salutary lesson for 
those who have mistaken ideas on 
$ino-U.S. relations." 

The article in the Peking Review 
was translated from China's Journal 
of International Studies. 

China objects to provisions in the 
UJS. -Taiwan Relations Act for arms 
sales to Taiwan, and contends that 
the act gives an official character to 


U.S.-Taiwan relations, despite U5. 
commitments to keep them unof- 
ficial. 

President Ronald Reagan has 
stated he intends to uphold the act. 

The article said some people in 
the US. contend that China has to 
rely on the U.S. to .oope with the 
Soviet threat and to help with 
China’s modernization. But it 
warned: "In the late 1950s and early 
!960s, the Soviet Union held the 
preposterous idea that China 
needed the Soviet Union to cope 
with the United States and provide 
it with "assistance' for construe- ■ 
tion." 

Similarly, the magazine said that 
if was "a retrogression for someone 


to believe that Siilo-U^. relations 
can rest , solely on opposition to 
another country’s hegemonist acts. 
It is sheer fantasy to think that 
China will agree to such a retrogres- 
sion ”

THE STORY of Kfar Tikva started 
almost 28 years ago with one -man. 
Dr. Siegfried Hirsch, a German- 
bom physician turned farming ex- 
pert. Hirsch had married a women 
with a 15-year-old daughter who 
was slightly retarded. He bought 
them a lovely house on Mount 
Carmel,- but the girl wasn't happy. 
“You forgot to provide me with an 
occupation and friends. A. nice 
house is good — but it isn’t 
enough,'* she told the surprised doc- 
tor.. . 

• “So I started combing- the 
country for a suitable place,” recal- 
led Hirsch, now, .a sprightly oc- 
togenarian. “I found nothing. All 
the organizations were concerned 
only with extreme cases of mental 
handicap, with, people who were 
bedridden or with children. There 
were plenty of schools for handicap- 
ped children, but once they grew 
up, they were - on their own. 
Especially the slightly' retarded for 
whom the only institutions were 
mental homes.” Hirsch, ah ex- 
ecutive of Rassco when h was still 
setting up settlements for the Jewish 
Agency (kibbutz Beit Alfa, raoshav 
Regba. Shavei. Zion and Kfar 
Shmaryahn are some of the [daces 
he helped to establish) heard of a* 
small kibbutz named Or Haner, 
near Kiryat Tivon, which had been 
abandoned to squirrels and Beduin 
herds of sheep and goats. 

“It looked awful, the houses were 
in ruins, "weeds were growing 
everywhere. But I was sure it would 
suit our purposes,” said Hirsch. The 
Agency .quic kiy azreed. to let him 
.fyiBdfngS, 

provided he^a^dofl the TL500,000 
debt the klboutziiaa left. “I said I’d • 
take it* although it seemed' sheer 



madness. Can you imagine, owing 
half- a million lirot back in 1954? 
And ( was alone, no rich patrons to 
hetp.me.” 

. After months of negotiation, he 
managed to get the sum cut down to 
about, a tenth. Rassco underwrote 
the debt, which the non-profit 
organization established by Hirsch 
and a group of doctors, psychlogjsts 
and* well-wishers, ' undertook to 
repay gradually. f ■ 

A German religious society, the 
Christlicher Hi If s bund. which' main- 
tains a rest home at Nahariya for 
t victims of the Nazis learned of the 
project' and undertook to send 
volunteers, equipment and money 
to help rebuilt the village. 

IT TOOK about three years to get 
Kfar Tikva into shape. The resi- 
dents were the 20-odd former in- 
mates of a small institution in 
neighbouring Kiryat Tivon. Today, : 
it has some 20. houses, a modern 
dining hall, club rooms, a swimming 
poo), sports grounds, a gym, class- 
rooms, an infirmary, LO workshops 
for teaching various trades, a swim- 
ming, pool and sports grounds. A 
centre for building and agriculture 
training is’ to be opened within a few 
• weeks but not before some- of- the 
veteran, residents move into the 
; bright stucco cottages that, have’ . 
[ been built for them. 

During the past seven years, Kfar 
Tikva has changed a great deal, in 
no small measure because of Arye 


Pencovici's revolutionary 
Weltanschauung. 

“To give an example: for years, 
the village had been having at least 
three or .four escapes a month — 
which was considered a very good 
rate. But 1 thought, why should peo- 
ple run away if they feel happy? 
Maybe because they don't Kke the 
closed gates and fencing. So we 
removed them.” 

At first the number of escapes in- 
creased, but gradually it stopped. 
“It must be three or four years since 
anyone ran away from here,” he 
said. “On the contrary: they feel the 
worst thing that can happen to them 
is to be forced to leave Kfar Tik va.” 

The most drastic change of all, 
however, concerned the young men 
and women's sexual lives. There has 
always been “some kind of a taboo” 
on talking about mentally retarded 
people- — even if only slightly 
retarded — having sex, said Pen- 
covici, “but if we wanted them to 
lead normal lives we could not keep 
sex out of it.” So psychologists and 
{social workers started opening the 
minds of Kfar residents to the sub- 
ject, encouraging them to ask ques- 
tions and providing the right 
answers. According to Pencovici, 
the experiment was a success. There 
are some .20 couples in the village 
tqday. who. go steady,, holding hands 
at the movies and dancing all night 
k Write? Jh'Tee ti\em, as 

already mentioned, even live 
together. 


IS THERE ANYTHING missing in 
Kfar Tikva, I asked, and the answer 
came promptly: money. The max- 
imum number that can be accom- 
modated in the present premises is 
-110, but there are many, many 
others waiting to be admitted, said 
Pencovici. 

“We have.no funds to set up more 
facilities here, or to start a new Kfar 
Tikva somewhere else. I only wish 
somebody would take up the chal- 
lenge and get his own Kfar Tikva 
going. It would help a lot of 
people." 

At present, he explained, admis- 
sion takes place through the Social 
Affairs Ministry or the kibbutzim. 
The ministry is responsible for 
maintenance, but parents are re- 
quired to pay a monthly “support" 
fee. The idea, however, is.to train all 
the residents in some type of work 
so that soon, they will be able to 
Support themselves. Judging by the 
way Kfar Tikva looks now, tbat 
won’t take Jong. 

“AH the time I had at the back of 
mind a touching story I heard about 
Charles de Gaulle” Dr. Hirsch 
said. “He also had a mentally 
retarded daughter and when she

A summer 
of soldiering

BESIDES THE LACK of meat oil 
the menu, the only complaint to be 
heard among 45 English-speaking 
Diaspora youth who took part in a 
new, month-long army-training 
programme recently was that it 
wasn't rigorous enough. 

Most American Jews aged 18 to 
26 either wouldn't be interested in 
spending a summer learning to 
shoot, marching 1? kilometres with 
stretchers and doing guard duty or 
else they are too soft to endure such 
an experience, says one who did — 
20-year-old Harry (Zvi) Dublinsky, 
of Queens, New York. 

But Harry wished H had been 
tougher. “We had all been mentally 
prepared for a much harder 
programme,” he says. “We would 
have liked even more military exer- 
cises.” 

The programme, initiated with 
the full support of Israel Defence 
Forces Chief of Staff Rav-Aluf 
Rafael Eitan and organized by 
Gadna, has a double aim. 

“There are many young Jews 
abroad; especially from Zionist 
youth movements, who have no 
concrete plans as yet to come on 
aliya, but who are looking for some 
way to contribute to Israel,” says 
Meir Indor, the initiator of the idea. 
Indor, who was a Gush Emunim ac- 
tivist, is now' devoting all his time to 
' the programme, which is supported' 
by the World Zionist Organization's 
aliya department. 

The youths are attracted by the 
idea that in a case of national 
emergency in Israel, they will be al- 
lowed to come and do guard duty 
here, taking the place of Israelis 
who are needed for more dangerous 
military tasks. 

ADMITTEDLY, while Indor hopes 
that thousands of young people wOl ■ 
take part in the programme, the ac- 
tual numbers of volunteers would 
be insignificant to Israel's -security. 
Thus, the second aim is to 
strengthen their ties with Israel and 
induce them to come on aliya. 

The WZO did not have to fly the 
volunteers in. AH of them were 
already in the country, studying in 
yeshivot or taking part in tours. 
They- -learned- about^ toe 'flew 
programme from flyers J in ‘such 
places as a kosher pizza joint in 
Jerusalem frequented by 


Americans. 

- Those who took part — coming 
from North America, South Africa, 
Britain, Australia, and even France, 
Brazil and Argentina — are not 
gung-ho Jewish Defence League 
types, says Dublinsky. 1 Since the 
volunteers are not serving in a 
regular foreign army, there is no 
trouble with American laws. 

The programme included field 
exercises, guard duty, tours of the 
country for a week, and work in the 
border areas of the Jordan Rift and 
in the north: "We saw for ourselves 
what the country's security 
problems really are," says 
Dublinsky. 

THE VOLUNTEERS learned to 
read a topographical map and to 
shoot, assemble and dismantle an 
Uzi sub-machinegun and an M 16 ri- 
fle. Many religious counsellors were 
on hand, and a rabbi gave lectures 
on relifrion and the army. 

Despite the fact that it was “too 
easy,” Dublinsky thinks that the ex- 
perience was “very good prepara- 
tion for army service.” In fact, he 
estimates that a good majority of 
the young men who took part in the 
programme are planning aliya 
within the next few years. . 

.While it is conceivable that their 
parents abroad were worried about 
the training, Dublinsky says it was 
not "dangerous, and that he didn't 
supply his parents with many details 
so that they wouldn't exaggerate the 
dangers. 

INDOR WOULD LIKE to include 
young women in the programme as 
well, but he realizes that it wouldn't 
have much appeal among religious 
girls, and appealing to candidates 
on the basis of serving here during 
national emergencies would not be 
fruitful. But some unspoiled young 
American Jewish women might like 
to try a.modified training program- 
me, he suggests. 

As for the IDF, the chief of staff 
has been so enthusiastic about the 
educational and Zionist aspects that 
he ofTered to send a whole plane 
over to the U.S. to bring volunteers, 
if-it was needed. He- ensured that

NEW YORK (Reuter). — Bjorn 
Borg insists that 'his three million 
dollars a year income from tennis, 
marriage, five Wimbledon and six 
French titles have not blunted his 
will to win, particularly in the U.S. 
Open, the only major tournament 
he has not won. 

But the determination which has 
so often turned matches his way 
seemed to be missing on Sunday 
when the Swedish maestro lost to 
American John McEnroe in the 
U.S. Championship final 4-6, 6-2, 6> 
4, 6-3 for the second year in a row. 

The defeat was a crushing blow 
for the 25-year-old Borg whose five- 
year winning streak at Wimbledon 
ended in July in another defeat by 
McEnroe who has replaced him as 
the world's top men's player. 

McEnroe, 22, is the first player 
since American BiIlTiiden,tfitf U.S. 
champion from 1920 to 1925, to win 
three straight U.S. men’s singles ti- 
tles. “I felt the pressure going for a 
third straight title. It was very 
satisfying to win it. It's a lot harder 


to stay at the top than to get there. 1 ' 
McEnroe said. 

■ In a desultory match reviving few 
memories of their epic battles at 
Wimbledon the last two years and in 
last year's U.S. final, both McEnroe 
and Borg were well below their 
best. There were few exciting ral- 
lies, little drama and a lot of un- 
forced errors. 

Borg's one chance to take the' 
match by the throat came and went 
in the third set. He had already 
taken McEnroe's service; then the 
champion produced two glorious 
lobs and two devastating down-the- 
line passing shots to quell the chal- 
lenge^ ' ••

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Israel ahead in agricdtuml implement field

TEL AVIV. — Israel is today a 
world louder, and sometimes in the 
number one spot in certain Helds of 
agricultural implements, Raphael 
Ramon, director of the mechaniza- 
tion and technology department or 
ihs agriculture ministry, told the 
press here on Sunday. 

He was speaking at the Tel Aviv 
Fair Grounds in anticipation of the 
opening yesterday of the Agritech 
81 agricultural implement show, the 
biggest the country has ever staged. 

Ramon highlighted the extent of 
developments in the implement and 
irrigation Held during the past two 
years, since the last Agritech show, 
"in these two years we have ad- 
vanced at least a complete genera- 


tion in this industry," he said. 

He explained that apart from 
tractors, combines and cotton 
pickers, all other implements are 
produced in the country. "At the 
rate we arc going I wouldn't be sur- 
prised if in another five years or so 
we started making these three 
items too." 

Rami Gutt, the managing direc- 
tor of the Israel Export Institute, 
$uk) that during 1980 Israel ex- 
ported over 5728m. worth of 
agricultural implements. "This is a 
huge figure, if you consider that in 
the same year citrus, our biggest ex- 
port crop, fetched only about 
5250m" he added. 

The implements that brought in 
export dollars in 1980 include: ir- 
rigation equipment — S95m; 


agricultural implements — S21m.; 
plastic products 535m.; 
veterinary equipment — 519m.; 
high-quality genetic poultry stock 
— - 517m.; pesticides ' and insec- 
ticides — this is probably con- 
sidered a chemical export — $96 m.; 
fertilizers — StSOm.; basic fer- 
tilizers — 5250m. 

Gutt said that according to 
figures for the first 8 months erf the 
year, the industry should complete 
the year with exports exceeding 51 
billion. There are over 250 plants in 
this industry, he concluded. 

In answer to a question Ramon 
said that Israel annually spends 
about $50m. buying 2,500 tractors 
abroad; another S3.5m. goes for the 
purchase of 50 cotton pickers and 
S3.5m. for. about 35 combines.

TEL AVIV. — Agritech 81 is the 
biggest agricultural implement fair 
to be held here so far and an eye- 
opener both for Israelis and visitors. 

The exhibition is divided into 
several categories. The irrigation 
centre, with 35 exhibitors, shows 
why Israel continues to be the world 
leader in the innovations in this 
' field. It covers an area of 7,000 
square metres. 

The agricultural implement 
centre displays the products of 28 
plants.

Export market ‘looks good’ 
for drip irrigation systems

TEL AVIV. — Drought, waste and 
pollution threaten a water shortage 
in the U.S. whose impact may rival 
that of the energy crisis. 
Meanwhile, a relatively dry country 
like Israel manages to exploit 95 per 
cent of its available water — enough 
for public use, agriculture and in- 
dustry. Thus reported Newsweek 
magazine in February. 

The United States is only now 
waking up and realizing the need to 
conserve and utilize every drop of 
water, says Oded Winkler, manag- 
ing director of Kibbutz Hatzerim’s 
drip irrigation company. 

Netafim, the world pioneer in 
drip irrigation, has sold some 250 
million drippers world-wide since its 
inception in 1966; over 300,000 
dunams of land are irrigated with 
their systems. To keep up with 
orders, Netafim systems axe. also be-; 
ing produced in two additional kib- 
butzim, at Magal and Yiftah. 

Winkler attributes part of 
Netafim's success to its service 
teams which visit and collect data at 
the field of potential clients. This 
close contact with the farmers is 
one of the factors which has turned 
Netafim into the world's leading 
company in drip irrigation. In Israel 
85 per cent of drip irrigation land is 
lined with Netafim systems. ■ 

Another example Winkler gave is 
the use of drip irrigation in cotton. 
"Four years ago when we started 
the drip irrigation cotton program- 


me, we had to twist .the arms of the 
cotton farmers to persuade them to 
try out our equipment free of 
charge, with no strings attached." 

The programme's success, he said 
was “unbelievable." Water use 
dropped significantly and there was 
a great increase in crops. For exam- 
ple Kibbutz Nahal Oz increased its 
cotton land from 1,000 dunams to 
2,500 dunams. 

But the biggest benefit was the 
enabling of many settlements to 
grow cotton where it had previously 
been impossible. 

On the export potential of 
Netafim's drip irrigation systems, 
Winkler pointed out that the 
Americans have not yet discovered 
its use for cotton. 

"In the world drip irrigation 
doesn’t even comprise one per cent 
of all irrigation systems. This means 
.that the sky is the limit. I’ll giveyou'. 
a better example. California is one 
of the most highly developed 
agricultural states in the world. 
About 80. per cent of the 
agricultural land there is irrigated 
by open ditches, 18 per cent by con- 
ventional irrigation methods, and 
■only one or two per cent by drip ir- 
rigation." 

During the 1979-80 agricultural 
year Netafim sold IS80m. in drip ir- 
rigation systems, of this about 
S5.5m. in exports. This year they ex- 
pect a real increase of about 20 to 
25 per cent.

Most of Hadera coal to come from S. Africa

South Africa is likely to become 
Israel's largest supplier of coal 
within the next two years as a result 
of a draft contract concluded 
yesterday by the National Coal Sup- 
ply Corporation and the South 
African company. General Mining, 
one of the largest in the world. 

The draft contract specifies the 
supply of 900,000 tons of coal ayear 
to Israel, starting in 1983, for use in 
the Hadera power station* So far, 
the corporation has contracted to 
buy about one million tons of coal 
from other sources this fiscal year, 
two million tons in 1982-83 and 
three and a half million tons the 
year after. The main supply sources 
at present are Australia and South 
Africa, with a small quantity of 
British coal also being used. 

But from next year onwards, in- 


creasing volumes of coal will be im- 
ported from the U.S. The coal cor- 
poration is now examining 
- proposals to purchase a coal mine in 
the U.S. 

Coal will be required in growing 
quantities, as the second, third and 
fourth sinits of ' the Hadera power 
station come into operation over 
the next four years. The first unit of 
350,000 kilowatts capacity is cur- 
rently being run in and is due to 
start burning coal within the nert 
few weeks.. 

Meanwhile Energy Minister 
Yitzhak Berman told the National 
Energy Authority yesterday that the 
public had a deep-rooted suspicion of 
the “new” forms of energy, such as 
coat, whkh wotdd have to be b- 
trodaced Into the braeH economy 
over the coming deca d e s. He revealed 
for the first time that he wishes to 
press ahead with the construction of a 


nuclear power station. 

The government is expected to 
make a decision on the introduction 
of nuclear power in the near future, 
once it has received the final report 
of the committee investigating the 
subject. The committee is under the 
chairmanship of Technion president 
Amos Ho rev. 

Berman also met yesterday with 
Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Koilek to 
discuss the power failures that<have 
sporadically blacked out various 
suburbs of the city over the last 
month. 

In this context, Berman and Koi- 
lek discussed tbe fate of the Arab- 
owned Jerusalem District 
Electricity Company, which sup-, 
plies the capital's eastern suburbs 
and whose concession remains un- 
der the threat of a government take- 
over. 


High prices, not bombs, endanger tourism

It isn’t tbe bombs but high prices 
that pose an ever greater threat to 
Israel's tourism business. This was 
the consensus of the first meeting of 
-the new Tourism Council, called 
together by Tourism Minister 
Avraham Sharir. 

Sharir, who announced that he 
would be going to Egypt next month 
and would take with him represen- 
tatives of every branch of the in- 
dustry, so that they could make 
their own deals with their ^yptian - 
counterparts, called the meeting 
in the face of a growing lag in the 
number of visitors; 

But plans for cooperation with 
Egypt and even the recent bomb at- 
tack on a group of I.tatian pilgrims in . 
which a second victim died yester- 


day, could not take precedence 
over the fact that the country is 
becoming ever more expensive and 
beyond the means of many 
holidaymakers. 

Avi Friedman, head of the T ravel 
Agents Association, pointed out 
that recent fluctuations in the value 
of the dollar in comparison to that 
of European currencies have not 
only made the country 40 per cent 
dearer for Europeans, they have 
also made Europe 40 per cent 
cheaper for Americans. Thus there 
is far greater competition to Israel 
as a tourist destination. 

Others also dressed the price fac- 
tor. Ed Frankfurt, Israel manager 
for TWA, pointed out that prices m 
medium restaurants are far higher 
than in Europe, while Yitzhak 
Dadish of Charter No. 1, noted that 


the inclusive net price of a package 
tour is decisive, not only for the 
prospective tourist, but for the 
agent who sells him the package. 

In the face of the threat, Sharir 
noted he would institute far stricter 
supervision of Israel tourist offices 
abroad. Each area would be given a 
goal, and directors of the offices 
who could not deliver would find 
themselves out, he said. 

As for tourism Zinks with the 
Egyptians, ministry director general 
Rafi Farber announced that the 
Egyptians have agreed to the es- 
tablishment of tourist offices by the 
two countries in Tel Aviv and Cairo. 
He said that the ministry is working 
on an all-inclusive inexpensive one- 
week package, which would enable 
thousands of Egyptian tourists to 
visit Israel. 


Mizrahi buys 10.4% of Israel Corporation for $5m.

TEL AVIV. — The United Mizrahi 
Bank has acquired !0.4 per cent of 
the shares of the Israel Corporation, 
the bank announced yesterday. It 
was also stated that in Geneva, 
earlier this month, Aharon Meir, 
director-general of the bank, was 
elected to the executive of the 
Boara of Directors. The chairman 
of the executive is Baron de 
Rothschild, one of the founders of 


the Israel Corporation. 

A spokesman for the bank said 
yesterday that the shares had been 
acquired from several sources “at 
about par." The price paid for them 
was about 55 million. 

Mizrahi had acquired the shares 
as part of its investments and in- 
tends to hold on to them. 

Several months ago Danot Invest- 
ments tried to buy another bloc of 
shares, some 25 per cent — held by 
a group of German investors. Israel 
Petrochemicals also tried to buy the 


same bloc. However, no agreement 
could be reached on the price and 
both deals fell through. 

It is believed that Danot Invest- 
ments wanted to acquire, the bloc 
due to the tax advantages which the 
Israel Corporation was granted 
when it was founded. Israel 
Petrochemicals, however, wanted 
to use them as a means of acquiring 
a controlling interest in tbe Israel 
Refineries, one of the major 
holdings of the Israel Corporation. 
Another major holding is Zim. 
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Mr. Begin’s therapy 

IN NEW YORK on Sunday. Mr. Begin put on his other hat. Ad- 
dressing a gathering of the Herut faithful, replete with Betar youth in 
uniform, he became, though on foreign soil, the party leader berating 
his critics at home — speeificially the Israeli press. Nor did he hide 
his purpose — to raise money in order to establish a daily newspaper 
that would support him and his government. 

There is. of course, nothing illegitimate in such a purpose. It is bet- 
ter than expelling journalists, throwing them into jail or shutting 
down their newspapers, as is common practice in this pari of the 
world and elsewhere. 

Mr. Begin simply wants an obedient mouthpiece. This, he 
believes, would assure his party of a third election victory when the 
time comes. Perhaps he also believes the time is not so distant. 

What is of more interest, however, is Mr. Begin's altitude toward 
the existing Israeli press. In his view, it is hostile, without exception. 
Slate radio and TV. the two independent evening tabloids. Yedioi 
Aharonot and Ma'ariv. the morning independents. Ha'areiz and this 
newspaper, and. of course, the Alignment's Davar and Al Haniishiuar. 
are all foes. 

Mr. Begin believes what he says. He believes that the Israel press' 
professional reporting and criticism of his government and policies 
— even when they cut across such a wide political spectrum — cun 
only be grounded in malicious or partisan intent. And his loyal aides 
in the party and Prime Minister's Office fortify him in this warped 
view. 

It is simply easier, intellectually and emotionally, to dismiss 
criticism by damning it than to confront it. In any case, a reader ac- 
customed to fawning and ferxid followers cannot be expected to have 
much tolerance for nay savers outside the charmed circle. 

The result is that never in the history of the state has there been a 
government, and especially a Prime Minister, so removed from in- 
terchange with the press, and so unwilling or unable to explain poiicv 
to the press, as the present. 

Little wonder that there is a broad sense of mutual alienation. The 
press at least understands that this transcends party or political faith. 
Mr. Begin apparently cannot. 

The paradox — and Mr. Begin relishes it — is that despite wide 
press criticism, he won the election. This, us in other places and other 
limes, shows the limits of media influence on public opinion. But 
more significantly it also reflects the alienation from his rule of such a 
large proportion of the literate public. 

Mr Begin will not win over that public by deploying a servile 
newspaper. 

Dollar distress 

MANY OF our exporters have been hit hard by the fall in the value 
of the European currencies against the U.S. dollar since the begin- 
ning of the year. The damage to them has been made worse by the 
_world recession and by the government’s various short-run fiscal and 
monetary measures. 

’ It therefore comes as no surprise that the exporters not only are 
sending out distress signals, but are also threatening to scuttle the 
ship, cargo and ail. There is substance to their outcry, although less 
than would appear from its vehemence. 

The economic ministries and the central bank are now in a huddle 
to devise ways by which the exporters might go on sailing against the 
wind. Officials strain their ingenuity to invent subsidies that can be 
called by another name, so as not to run foul of international agree- 
ments. The purpose of all such gimmicks as are now under discussion 
is one: to protect exporters not only against a fall in profits resulting 
from domestic cost inflation, but to insulate them as well fi-om ad- 
verse exchange rate movements in the outside world. 

That our exports have been hit badly by the appreciation of the 
U.S. dollar is an obvious if sad truth. 

It is no consolation to us that the European economies have also 
been hurt by the strengthening of the dollar. How little can be done 
against that became clear at the Ottawa summit in July: neither 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt nor President Francois Mitterrand was 
able to budge President Reagan on the issue of high U.S. interest 
rates and the consequent appreciation of the dollar. 

The various remedies now being mooted, however, range from the 
absurd to the useless. 

The industrialists want the absurd: they would like to have ex- 
change rate insurance for each currency separately. That would 
protect them against anything that Mr. Reagan, Mrs. Thatcher, Mr. 
Schmidt or Mr. Mitterrand might do to .their currencies. Such a system 
of multiple exchange rates did not exist even when Israel had a fixed 
exchange rate. 

The Bank of Israel, on the other hand, advises the exporters to 
adapt to changed circumstances and to shift their exports to the U.S. 
That is. in principle, good advice; in short-run practice it is not very 
helpful. 

Of all the suggested remedies, the one on which the government is 
likely to settle is a straightforward, across-the-board subsidy in 
foreign currency. This is also the worst way of bailing out our in- 
dustrialists, if only because not all of them have to be bailed out. 
Some of them have gained from the appreciation of the dollar, some 
have balanced gains against losses, and some — especially the big 
concerns, which account for the bulk of our exports — are able to 
step up their dollar exports more easily than smaller enterprises. 
Some, finally, should be weeded out. 

This leads to the conclusion that, while there is a case for govern- 
ment assistance, it should aim to help enterprises shift from un- 
profitable to more profitable markets, to raise their productivity and 
to diversify their product range. The assistance must therefore be 
selective, on a case-by-case basis. 

This obviously means more government intervention, and the 
Liberal .Minister for Industry and Trade, Gideon Patt, may find 
this difficult to accept. Our economic decision-makers must, 
however, ask themselves what it is they propose to do if tomorrow 
jhere is an opposite movement in the exchange rates. Will they then 
stand ready to bail out all those who complain that they have lost 
money on dollar sales?

If Ernest Hemingway 
were alive today and 
visited his favourite bar in 
Key West, Florida, he’d find dozens 
of lough guys with grey beards who 
think they look like him.

The “look-alike" and short story- 
writing competitions are two of the 
events in a five-day Ernest 
Hemingway Festival in this 
southernmost city in the United 
States, where the author lived from 
1928 to 1939. 

The festivities, which also include 
a beer-drinking contest — although 
•‘napa's” favourite tipple was

He would have been 82 this 
year.

’^Moment of truth 

‘Movement is the flame of the game’ writes NORMAN 
GREENWALD in suggesting Israeli proposals for the 
forthcoming autonomy negotiations. 
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ONE IMPORTANT' result of the 
Begin-Reagan summit ought to 
have been to place the bsue of 
Palestinian autonomy on the "front 
burner” of American foreign policy 
priorities. The impending autonomy 
negotiations will not likely fulfill the 
hopes of some, or the fears of 
others; yet they will provide Israel 
with opportunities to strengthen its 
frazzled ties wth the U.S. and to 
take politically necessary steps to 
advance the peace process. 

The next phase of negotiations 
will concern establishing “full 
autonomy" in the territories for a 
“transitional" five-year period. Let 
us consider the nominal positions of 
the protagonists. The Arabs seek a 
fully independent Palestinian state 
and complete Israeli withdrawal to 
the pre-1967 armistice lines; Israel 
desires a continued defensive and 
civilian presence in the territories; 
and the Western powers- favour es- 
tablishment of a Palestinian 
“homeland,’’ a return with “minor” 
exceptions to the pre-1967 lines, 
and a comprehensive peace treaty 
encompassing mutual recognition 
and secure boundaries. 

At first glance, the Western posi- 
tion seems slanted towards the 
Arabs, and this is the intended 
impression. However, there is no 
possibility, in the near future at 
least, of peace treaties with such 
radical and unstable confrontation 
states as Syria or Iraq. 

Contrary to Western hopes, there 
is also littie possibility of Jordan or 
Saudia openly supporting the cur- 
rent peace efforts. The West's 
policy towards the Middle East 
seems to be, basically, a holding ac- 
tion to resist those radical, 
destabilizing forces that threaten its 
vital economic and strategic in- 
terests. Western leaders are not so 
misinformed as to believe that the 
Palestinian problem is the root 
cause of regional instability, nor do 
they fail to recognize that anti- 
Western fanatics, such as Gaddafi 
or Khomeini, could come to power 
in any of the Arab states, including 
Egypt. They do believe, however, 
that “Palestine” is the only major is- 
sue that at present unites Arab and, 
to a lesser extent, Moslem opinion 
and may be one of the few apparent 
causes of regional instability that 
could be. significantly reduced. .. .. 

THE WEST'S implicit demand of 
Israel is that it adopt a more dis- 
simulating posture — a concil- 
iiatory. low-profile image. Its image, 
more than anything else, must give 
an impression of sincere coopera- 
tion in the movement towards 
peace. Movement is the name of the 
game, the end is unpredictable. 


There is little evidence that the 
Americans have well-defined ideas 
or specific formulae to present in 
the pending peace negotiations. It 
was Egypt, not the U.S.. which was 
responsible for the current peace 
momentum, although America, 
somewhat belatedly, provided the 
ind ispensible political and 
economic muscle. Israel appears to 
be in a strong position to guide 
autonomy negotiations so as to 
provide, at this stage, mainly sym- 
bolic concessions to Palestinian 
national aspirations. If, however, 
the scope of de facto change is to be 
limited,, in a manner acceptable to 
Western opinion, Israel must pre- 
sent imaginative and comprehen- 
sive proposals. 

These would spotlight the un- 
relenting, cynical hostility of the 
Arab confrontation states to Israel' 
as the root cause of the Palestinian 
problem, and could satisfy also the 
need of the American and Egyptian 
co-negotiators -for at least an ap- 
pearance of movement towards - 
comprehensive peace. 

For the Begin government, the 
autonomy negotiations will provide 
an opportunity to influence greatly 
the general form and content of an 
eventual peace settlement. 
“Nothing is as permanent as the 
provisional," and whatever conces- 
sions are granted for the “tran- 
sitional*’ five-year period will 
almost certainly become permanent 
features of a final settlement. 

The negotiations will also be a 
moment of truth for the Begin 
government. It must now begin to 
negotiate in realistic and concrete 
terms on the future relationships 
between Arid) and Jew within the

waves of American displeasure can- 
not have failed to convey a simple 
message: “Be conciliatory or be 
isolated.” The new, benevolent 
policies of Defence Minister Sharon 
in the territories, and the moderate 
stance Prime Minister Begin 
adopted at the Alexandria summit 


mean that the IDF will be denied 
use of mflitary installations or com- 
munication routes, or that Israel’s 
hand in maintaining internal 
security will be weakened. 

The establishment of an Israeli 
civilian administration for oversee- 
ing the local government authorities 
and a new civilian police force, 
geared to maintain internal security, 
would nob radically change the- 
status quo. If imaginatively' con- 
ceived, such changes, largely of a 
symbolic and “transitional” nature, 
could meet the Western desire for - 
movement in the peace process. 

Admittedly, the new Arab 
leadership under the autonomy ar- 
rangement would take, publicly, a 
pro-PLO stand, and would use 
whatever authority given them to 
work for a fully independent 
Palestinian state. Israel will have lit- 
tle choice but to continue to suffer 
these irritations. Nevertheless, the 
chances of achieving ultimately a 
peaceful understanding with local \ 
Palestinian leaders is much greater

Western Europe and 
Japan cannot be considered fully 
sovereign, living as they do under 
America’s nuclear umbrella.

AMONG the many bilateral .mat- 
ters of concern to Washington and 
Jerusalem, few are as politically 
sensitive as the autonomy-related is- 
sues of “withdrawal” and 
“sovereignty.” . 

“Withdrawal” certainly means 
that the Israeli army, one way or 
another, will soon have to get out of 
the business of administering 
civilian populations. It also means 
that the inhabitants of the territories 
will soon have to receive a greater 
degree of local self-government.
